Go Slow Children Signs 


“GO SLOW CHILDREN” signs were erected on Cottage Street and 
going North and South in the area around 132 Cottage Street and 
“SLOW CROSSING” signs were erected on Mill Street. Cross walks and 
“GO SLOW?” were painted at the intersection of Eisenhower Avenue and 
MacArthur Road, intersection of Eisenhower Avenue and Oak Street and 
Eisenhower Avenue and Marshall Road. White lines were again painted 
on the center of many streets where the traffic is heavy, cross walks were 
painted near all the Schools to promote safety for children crossing the 
streets.

The above statistics only partially serve to reveal the scope of police 
activities during the past year. The value of property protected in residential, 
industrial and commercial sections of the town has risen much more rapidly 
than our Police budget. However, trained and efficient personnel have 
operated in such an outstanding manner that Natick, contrary to increased 
criminal activity both statewide and nationwide, again shows a gratifying 
drop in criminal statistics. The number of youthful offenders has dropped 
from 41 in 1961 to 15 in 1962, a tribute to the vigilance and preventative 
measures utilized by a professional police force. 

Arrests, totaling 1130, cover crimes appearing regularly in other yearly 
reports with the exception of one offense which deserves special mention. 
This reference is to fraudulent checks, rising from 31 in 1961 to 67 in 1962, 
and following a national trend involving a billion dollars yearly. The apathy 
of the business men who accept these checks and are repeatedly fleeced of 
large sums of money is hard to understand. 

Every effort is being made to establish safe traffic patterns in Natick. 
The best measure of our continued success is the fact that Natick was one 
of the few towns showing a decrease in automobile insurance rates for 1963. 
Accidents and personal injuries for 1962 also show a decline. Nevertheless, 
there is still much room for improvement in our traffic situation. 

A recommendation has been introduced in this year’s town warrant 
to install traffic lights at Lincoln Square. This will regulate traffic flow and 
increase safety in this area. To aid safety on Route 9 a suggestion is pro- 
posed to close the crossover East of Speen Street in front of the Ford Plant 
and simultaneously extend the storage lane in an Easterly direction. Another 
recommendation has been made to eliminate parking on the North side of 
West Central Street, Westerly from the American Legion Building to Spring 
Street. This should relieve the congestion in this area resulting from cars

vocated for Main Street would be to convert angular parking, now obsolete 
in most towns, to parallel parking. This would ease the flow of traffic and 
reduce accidents. 

Education in all phases of Police work continues to be the primary aim 
of the department. Firearms training for the entire department, specialized 
courses at F. B. I. schools and Northeastern University’s new Law Enforce- 
ment School for selected men, in addition to regular members trained at 
the State Police Academy in Framingham have put Natick away out in 
front in the Commonwealth’s stepped up training program. 

The Auxiliary Police continue to serve the town with devotion and 
ability. Natick’s policewomen have proved their efficiency and necessity. To 
these members, to the Board of Selectmen, and all town officials we express 
gratitude for their assistance in 1962. 

The entire number of arrests for offenses committed in Natick for the 
year ending December 31, 1962 was 1130. Of these 1002 were males and 
128 were females. The number of residents arrested was 197 while the total 
of non-residents was 933. There were 1115 adults and 15 Juveniles combined 
in this overall total. In addition there were some 944 warrants and sum- 
monses served for other police departments. A Total of 15 juveniles ap- 
peared before the juvenile session of the Natick District court during the 
year 1962.

During the year 1962 a total of 342 accidents occurred which is a 
decrease of 7 over last year’s total of 349. It is of particular note that the 
total number of persons injured in accidents during 1962 took a substantial 
drop of 37 (287 in 1962 as compared with 324 in 1961) while the state and 
national trends are on the upsurge. 

A total of 23 pedestrian accidents occurred during the year which is an 
increase of 5 over last year’s total of 18. When accepted by the town meeting 
the new pedestrian law should decrease this number substantially as it will 
not only provide for means of enforcement of the Jay-walking law but will 
go a long way in the training of our young people. 

On a tragic note, ten persons were killed on our highways during the 
year in six separate accidents. On January 20, 1962 two Marian High 
Students and the operator of another vehicle were killed when their cars 
collided on West Central St. at the intersection of Wellesley Avenue. — The 
second fatal accident of the year happened on March 5, 1962 on Eliot 
Street in South Natick as two elderly women were walking home from duty 
at the polls in precinct 2. Both were struck by a car in the darkness, one 
being seriously injured and the other killed. — In May, 1962 a Framingham 
woman died of injuries sustained in an accident which occurred on Route 9 
near the Sherwood Plaza Shopping Center. — A 71 year old man was killed 
on August 9, 1962 when his car collided with a gravel truck near a con- 
struction site on Speen Street. — On August 25, 1962 a 77 year old Natick 
man was injured when thrown from his hay wagon after it was struck by 
a car at night. He later died from the injuries sustained in this accident. — 
Three persons were killed in an accident which occurred on October 13, 
1962 on Route 30. Their car which was operating at a high rate of speed 
went off the roadway and struck a tree.

The number of fire and emergency calls continued to increase for the 
year 1962. During the year a total of 1,229 calls were answered, an increase 
of 277 over 1961. The increase in the number of emergency calls being the 
greatest; there were 94 calls for resuscitation due to respiratory afflictions, 
heart ailments, drownings, etc. The Department is well equipped to service 
the Town with first aid needs; having two emergency ambulances at the 
Central Station, one always in readiness. 

During the year it became necessary to assign a Deputy Chief as Train- 
ing Officer, Deputy Chief Glebus has assumed these duties. All men have 
been trained in first aid and fire fighting techniques, peacetime handling of 
radioactive materials and a complete course in the use of devices for measur- 
ine radioactive material. It was necessary for Deputy Chief Glebus and 
Captain Thomas Morris to go to New Haven, Connecticut to a school con- 


ay 


ducted by the Atomic Energy Commission to become qualified to give in- 
struction in the handling, storing, and identifying of radioactive materials. 
With the great amount of these substances being transported over the high- 
ways and stored at various locations, it now becomes a definite problem for 
every Fire Department to cope with. 

Through the cooperation of the Natick School Department and Mr. 
Wendell Bennett, Head of the Science Department at the High School, 
twelve of our men have completed a Chemistry Course, another class of 
seventeen is now in session. It is our belief that under today’s conditions 
of synthetics and plastics which under fire or heat conditions may give off 
poisonous gases, along with the storage of chemicals at various plants; it 1s 
an essential part of Fire Fighters’ training to be able to recognize, identify 
and protect themselves and others against these hazards. 

The addition to the South Natick Station greatly improved our housing 
facilities. I now believe the addition of men to this Station should be made. 
This section of the ‘Town is not receiving equal protection with the balance 
of the Town and in my judgment it is not adequate with the present com- 
plement of men. The request for these men is in the budget for the coming 
year. 

The unfinished area of the West Natick Station should now be com- | 
pleted. The request of $5,000.00 in the budget is for this purpose. While 
no immediate need is present for this expansion it will be needed shortly 
with the rapid growth of the high value property which is taking place in 
this area of the Town. 

The Department has continued its Fire Prevention and Inspection pro- 
grams which has accounted for the abatement of many fire hazards and 
undoubtedly has been a faction in reducing our fire losses. There are two 
men assigned to Fire Prevention and Inspection work. During the year 
there have been 520 mercantile, nursing home, rest homes, schools, ete., in- 
spected monthly. There have been 283 new oil burners and liquefied petro- 
leum gas installations inspected. There have been 50 sprinklers inspected 
monthly, these being auxiliarized to the Fire Alarm system. During Fire 
Prevention Week schools were visited, drills conducted, and the children 
at the various schools given a talk on Fire Prevention. 

The Fire Alarm system was greatly improved by the installation of a 
Sub-Station at the West Natick Fire Station. A new aerial, self-supporting 
cable was installed on Speen Street. It is planned to install ten new boxes 
this year, as should be the annual program to adequately cover the entire 
Town. On all main throughways Telephone Fire Alarm boxes are being 
installed to aid in reporting fires or emergencies. This system has been used 
several times to great advantage and in the event of major disaster would 
greatly strengthen the communications system. We now have in the employ 
of the Department two Fire Alarm men qualified in radio installation and 
maintenance, one man holding licenses to do complete maintenance and 
testing of this equipment. The installation of the electronic audible alarm 
system was done by the Fire Alarm mechanics and it will be maintained by 
them. The installation and maintenance of radios at the Public Works 
Department will be performed by these men. Having our own radio tech- 
nicians will eliminate any delay in maintenance of this equipment. 

During 1962 the Department has used a 1950 Civil Defense vehicle for 
the inspection work, this car has long outlived its usefulness and I feel this 
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Fire Department employees take a 
course in chemistry given by Wendell 
Bennett of Natick High School faculty.

year it should be replaced with a vehicle which could be used for the In- 
spectors and as an ambulance if needed. The apparatus of the Department 
is kept in good repair, preventive maintenance increases the reliability of 
the equipment. The request is in the Annual Town Warrant to replace the 
1942 Aerial Ladder ‘Truck, this particular truck is the only one of its type 
that we have and its life expectancy is a maximum of twenty-five years; I 
do feel it should be replaced now. We have but one Aerial Ladder while 
towns of our size have two and three, so it would seem that we should have 
one of first quality and not depend on one which is now 21 years old and 
will be at least 22 years old before it can be replaced. It is my desire to 
replace the present 65-foot ladder with an 85-foot ladder which will make 
it considerably more valuable and usable. The putting off of a replace- 
ment such as this for a year or two I believe unwise, realizing we are buying 
for 20 years or more. 

The personnel of the Department was increased during the year by 
the appointment of eight additional men, this however only compensated 
for the reduction of hours which was granted by the 1962 Annual Town 
Meeting. On December 1, 1962 four Lieutenants were appointed from the 
rank of Firefighter after an examination was held, they were Robert Harris, 
Patrick Connelly, John Moffatt and Robert Morris. After careful study of 
our Department, we are requesting that the complement of Officers be as 
follows: 1 Chief, 4 Deputy Chiefs, 9 Captains, 7 Lieutenants. It should be 
noted that it takes 33 men to keep one man on duty. The above Officers 
break-down gives us only an adequate number to have one Officer on duty 
at each Station on each shift with the Deputy Chief. I believe this will make 
a good balanced Department with a good organization. 

Concluding, I extend my thanks and appreciation for the cooperation 
the Department has received from all ‘Town Departments and Officials and 
the excellent cooperation the Town’s merchants have given our Inspectors. 
We hope that we can continue to serve the Townspeople with good fire 
protection and receive the support they have given us.

Mr. Thomas L. Huddy was re-elected for a 3-year term to the Board 
of Public Works in March. 

Two employees of the Department passed away during the year: Mr. 
Paul McSweeney after twenty-five years service and Mr. John Donovan after 
thirteen years of service. Their many years of dedicated service will long be 
remembered by the Department. 
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Mr. William Allen retired after 24 years of faithful service as a meter 
reader. “Bill” is perhaps the best known employee in the Department, having 
visited every home in town approximately 80 times. We extend to him our 
best wishes for many years of health and happiness in his retirement. 

The personnel of the Department was increased by adding four perma- 
nent employees, one each in the Highway, Water, Sewer and Sanitation 
Divisions.

Speen Street between the B & A Railroad and Hartford Street was the 
main construction project for the year. This included our Chapter 90 
Project for both 1961 and 1962, but since the 1961 funds were not available 
until a Special Town Meeting in the Fall, the work could not be started 
until 1962. The northerly half of the project is completed and the southerly 
half is nearly so, requiring only the finished surfacing of Type 1, curbing, 
and slope work. This will be undertaken as soon as warm weather arrives 
in the spring. 

Our Chapter 90 Maintenance Project was the resurfacing a North 
Main Street between Evergreen Road and the Wayland Town Line. 

More Type I surfacing material was laid in Natick in 1962 than ever 
before, the quantity being in excess of 5,800 tons.

The ‘Tree and Moth Department reports the removal and disposal of 
over 150 confirmed Dutch Elm Diseased trees during 1962. 

Proper trimming, pruning, spraying and removal of diseased trees 
continue to be our best weapons against this disease. Research groups have 
found no control measures which can be used directly against the fungus, 
but continue diligently towards this goal. 

Under Article 43 passed at our annual Town Meeting in 1961, the 
Tree Department reports the removal and disposal of 25 Dutch Elm Dis- 
eased ‘Trees. Initiated under this same article was disposal of bills to the 
property owners so involved. 

A dormant spray was applied in March and April in an effort to curb 
the Elm Bark Beetle, which is the carrier of Dutch Elm Disease. A leaf 
spray was applied to all our Elms during May and June for Elm Leaf 
beetles. Natick continues to remain above the average in the Elm tree 
problem. Our Birch Leaf Miner spray continues to meet with success. 

The Oak Leaf Miner which was quite severe in 1959, 1960 also con- 
tinues with success. 

The Tree Department’s tree planting program started in 1959 is now 
progressing smoothly and we report the planting of over 100 trees, mostly 
of the Norway Maple variety. Some of these trees were replacements for 
diseased Elm trees, the remainder were planted in the new developments 
in the town. 

The Tree Department’s own Town Nursery started in 1959 is be- 
ginning to show results and more is looked for in the future. 

Extensive trimming of low limbs over sidewalks and streets was car- 
ried out throughout the town this past year. | 

‘The department reports the addition of a hydraulic crane and bucket 
truck which has helped this department considerably. 

The Gypsy Moth condition remains excellent. 


Town Forest 


A considerable amount of trimming and pruning has been done in 
this area, made possible by the passing of Article 40 at the Annual Town 
Meeting in March of 1962. This area has been willed to the Town of 
Natick for the recreation and education of the townspeople. Future plans 
for this natural science park are: 


1. To create interest in turning what could be called “lazy acres” 
into productive woodland crops. 


2. ‘To encourage forest management and tree planting for full utiliza- 
tion. 


3. ‘To point up the full multiple use values and possible earnings 
through managed timberlands.

School Committee 


The committee has been concerned with adopting a program to meet 
the needs of all our pupils. Considerable effort has been devoted to provide 
further challenges and instruction not only for the gifted but also for the 
average and below-average pupils. To this end, therefore, several in-service 
programs were initiated during the academic year to provide the staff with 
the background and teaching tools to improve further our instructional 
services. 


As an adjunct of a program begun three years ago in the subject areas 
of mathematics and English, a summer workshop for research and de- 
velopment in the sciences and social studies fields was approved this past 
year. The preliminary draft of the course of study in social studies covering 
Kindergarten — Grade 12 has been completed and distributed. The course 
of study in science will be ready by the end of December. By the close of 
the current school year these will have been evaluated, revised, and re- 
written in publication form for use in September 1963. Since all curricula 
are not static, they are restudied periodically for the purpose of up-dating 
and modernization. 


To continue research in the field of team teaching the committee ap- 
proved participation in the Harvard-Lexington Program. This research study 
attempts to modify the structure of education so as to better provide a cur- 
riculum for pupils that centers on the goals of further developing the skills by 
which they learn. Last summer five staff members devoted seven weeks of 
intensive study to this School and University Program for Research and 
Development in cooperation with the Harvard Graduate School of Educa- 
tion. 

In its desire to evaluate instruction in mathematics the committee has 
also approved participation in a national five-year study of the “new” 
mathematics conducted by the School Mathematics Study Group (SMSG) at 
Leland Stanford University in California. Five other Massachusetts schools 
are similarly involved in this research study. 


At the Center School nine classrooms composed of students in Grades 4, 
5, and 6 are enrolled in the Northeastern University Double-Purpose Plan. 
The general purpose of this study is to place greater emphasis on subject 
matter as a basis for elementary school instruction. It also is concerned 
with more effective staff utilization and some departmentalization at the 
elementary level. 


A summer school was approved for 1963. Initially this will be small in 
scope and will be designed for corrective work. It is hoped that this will 
grow to include enrichment courses. We shall continue, however, with the 
Harvard-Newton Summer Program. 


To keep informed with current educational doctrine, the committee 
members have attended area meetings of school committees, conferences 
of the Massachusetts Association of School Committees, seminars and work- 
shops sponsored by the New England School Development Council, and 
the annual convention of the National Association of School Boards. 

The salary structure for school personnel has been revised to a degree 
that will assist in the recruitment of the type of teacher desired by our

community and will enable us to retain those teachers whose worth cannot be 
measured solely in monetary terms. 

Student enrollments continue to grow particularly at the secondary 
level. On October 1, 1962, the school population was 7766, an increase of 
278 pupils over the same period a year ago. Additions to our staffs and 
school facilities have increased accordingly to meet this growing population. 
The Coolidge and Wilson Junior High Schools are over their capacities at 
the present time. A building committee has been appointed by the Town 
Moderator and has been working diligently on plans for a third junior 
high school. An article for the 1963 Annual Town Meeting has been pre- 
pared seeking funds to construct the school with September 1964 as the date 
set for occupancy. In the near future, plans must be initiated for additional 
space at the high school. 

The past year has been one of progress in providing an excellent design 
of education. Everyone in the system has been cooperative and helpful. Our 
sincere thanks is extended to the town officials and boards, to the P.T.A., 
and to the citizens of Natick. The assistance which the committee has re- 
ceived has been most gratifying and is appreciated.

Superintendent of Schools 


The number one problem of educational concern is the curriculum. To 
make the curriculum meaningful to the students, the selection of course 
content and the sequence of presentation become extremely important. The 
profession must not be defensive about the schools and the curriculum but 
must take the leadership in this vital area on the basis of research and 
study. 

The aspect of education in the United States that is most remarkable to- 
day is the “rapidity and extensive nature of change.” The change of pace is 
expected to be intensified in the near future. 

Changes will be primarily on what and how we teach. There will be 
more emphasis on locally prepared instructional materials, a powerful factor 
in the development of a sound educational program. Grouping of students 
according to needs, capacities and abilities will be more extensive. The 
downward movement of subjects in the junior high and elementary grades — 
teaching of more difficult subjects at lower age levels — will continue. 
There will be more effective utilization of the staff by an extension of de- 
partmentalization into the elementary level. More technological devices and 
audio-visual techniques and facilities will be available “and tied MHore 
efficiently. 

Teachers and administrators, recognizing the rapid advance of knowl- 
edge, have been actively engaged in a variety of academic experiences to 
improve the educational program in this community. A recent survey of the 
staff brings into focus the breadth of these activities. 
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One hundred and twelve staff members successfully completed 199 
graduate courses in the period September, 1961, through August, 1962. These 
courses were taken in twenty-one colleges and universities both here and 
abroad. The subjects studied ranged from biology and calculus to Shake- 
speare and Spanish. 

Ten teachers and administrators were recipients of National Science 
Foundation Awards, National Defense Education Act Funds, or private 
grants for advanced study in the fields of mathematics, science, foreign 
language, social studies, supervision and management. 

Thirteen junior high school and seven high school mathematics teachers 
attended two fifteen-week in-service programs in modern mathematics. 
Twenty-five elementary teachers attended the four-day Cuisenaire workshop 
held at the Wilson Junior High School in August. 

Curriculum committees in science and social studies worked for the 
entire school year in researching and drafting tentative curriculum guides in 
their respective areas. In July they also participated in a two-week workshop 
during which they rewrote the guides from Kindergarten through Grade 12. 

It is of interest to note that several staff members were actively en- 
gaged in teaching at the college level in such institutions as Lowell ‘Tech- 
nological Institute, Stonehill College, Boston State, Framingham State, 
Tufts, Quincy Junior College, and Framingham Union Hospital School of 
Nursing. Others taught a variety of adult education classes in communities 
throughout the state. 

Education is an investment, not an expense. What we have achieved for 
our schools in the recent past we can be proud of — without being satisfied. 
While we take pride in our past accomplishments, we will continue to set 
higher objectives for each succeeding year. 

The following paragraphs, recapitulations of reports submitted by ad- 
ministrators and staff, are indicative of some of the accomplishments of our 
schools. 


Secondary Schools 


The true measure of any school system is the quality and strength of 
those who make up the faculties and administrative staffs. For this reason, 
and recognizing our responsibility for the Natick students enrolled today in 
our junior high schools and in our high school (as well as those who will be 
enrolled in the future) , our major concern will always be the search for first- 
rate teachers. Next in importance to excellent teaching, however, is a sound 
curriculum. 

In developing our curricula, we have set down in published form pro- 
visions for the ability differences which exist among our junior high students 
and among our high school students. In the subject areas of the language 
arts, mathematics, the sciences, and the social studies, curriculum guides 
have been established which are both comprehensive and flexible and yet 
are organized in a sequential pattern of learning experiences. These guides 
will allow our Natick pupils of varying intellectual capacities to progress at 
a pace compatible with their capabilities, their interests, and their motiva- 
tions. 

Certain observations are noteworthy as a result of the publication and 
distribution of these guides. 
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Office machine practice at High School (below) leads to an office career (above). 
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Language Arts. ‘Vhere is an even greater awareness than heretofore on 
the part of all teachers that the four language arts — speaking, writing, 
listening, and reading — are bound together in a vital relationship with the 
other subjects as a carrier of thought. In actuality they can not be taught 
separately and independently in the English class alone; their impact per- 
meates all subjects in the program of studies, and they are involved in 
one way or another in all learning. In addition, the guide also now unifies 
the efforts of all English teachers, assists teachers new to the system to under- 
stand the requirements of the course they are assigned to teach, helps coun- 
selors to guide pupils into those courses best suited to their needs and in- 
terests, and gives to the citizens of Natick a clear and comprehensive view 
of what is being taught in all English classes. 

Mathematics. With the adoption in the secondary schools of the SMSG 
Programs as the “new” mathematics, the biggest changes have occurred in 
Grades 7 and 8, the two grades which formerly have been most often 
criticized as being a waste of time especially for the average and above- 
average student. The repeated application and the mechanically performed 
Operations of previously learned concepts and skills have been eliminated 
from the instructional process except in below-average groups where remedial 
work is needed. Instead, emphasis is now placed on deepening the students’ 
understanding of the number system and introducing and developing new 
mathematical concepts. We hope by the fall of 1964 to introduce for some 
pupils the study of formal algebra at the eighth grade level. It is to be noted 
here that this transition is not intended to be a complete turnover in the 
sense that the entire traditional program has been suddenly replaced by the 
modern program. It is our intent to move gradually, making adaptations 
only as they fit our needs. 

Soctal Studies. As a result of the workshop last summer several changes 
are this year being explored in the social studies. Most notable of these is 
the “splitting” of the United States History course to avoid duplication and 
repetition in the content. For example, at the eighth grade level the history 
curriculum now embraces the chronological “heritage span” from the period 
of discovery and colonization to the period of industralization (circa 1870). 
At the high school level the course content continues from this point to the 
present, stressing the role of the United States in the modern era and placing 
greater emphasis on international relationships and on specific current con- 
temporary problems. 

Science. Our science curriculum has been so rewritten as to provide a 
good foundation in general science by the end of the eighth grade. This will 
permit us next fall to move the “standard biology” course from the tenth 
grade where it is now taught to the ninth grade level. At the high school 
additional offerings in advanced chemistry and advanced physics will be 
presented for those students whose academic talents and interests are so 
inclined. 

The changes briefly described in the preceding paragraphs were ac- 
cepted in the curricula following much study and a careful evaluation. They 
were effected because there was a reason for doing so and only after a 
complete consideration of all the factors involved. It is our belief that to 
make a change merely for the sake of change is ill-advised. Some work still 
needs to be accomplished because we have only partially fulfilled our goals 
in the area of curriculum coordination and articulation. In this regard ref-

erence is made to the foreign languages, business education, and industrial 
arts. An evaluation of these courses of study and some revisions are planned 
for the near future. 

The high school was notified in September that five members of the 
Class of 1963 were selected as semi-finalists in the National Merit Scholar- 
ship Program and will take a second examination in December to establish 
further their eligibility to receive Merit Scholarships. Notification was also 
received that twelve Natick High School students were selected for Letters of 
Commendation. The combined semi-finalists and commended students con- 
stitute nationally less than 2% of all secondary school seniors from public, 
private, and parochial schools. In the National Spanish Examination, of 
the three highest scoring students recognized in Massachusetts, two con- 
testants were Natick High School students. The highest score in second year 
Spanish in the New England Chapter was that of a member of our junior 
class. Again this year a member of Natick High School was one of the 
highest scoring pupils in the National French Contest, sponsored by the 
Boston Chapter of the American Association of Teachers of French. A 
member of the Class of 1963 was a third place winner, selected from schools 
participating in the entire Boston area. 

An analysis of the members of the Class of 1962 reveals the following 
interesting data:

Elementary Schools 


The Natick Schools are rooted in a philosophy of providing an educa- 
tional program which fosters excellence in learning. Knowledge is a basic 
result of effective teaching, but we are also concerned with improving study 
skills, developing proper attitudes and habits for all students. Well equipped 
classrooms provide many opportunities for each child to appreciate and to 
understand better the disciplines of modern subject matter in stimulating 
atmospheres. Our up-dated curriculum demands greater efforts, intensive 
study, and higher levels of achievement for each pupil, in phase with his 
intellectual potentiality. 

Today’s schools place greater stress on the creative work of the students. 
Students are provided with opportunities to do individual projects which re- 
quire imagination, ingenuity, and reflective thinking. The basic skills of 
reading, writing and arithmetic are constantly put to practical use as each 
child expresses himself through a variety of educational experiences. 

As in previous years, the educational staff has been examining, evaluat- 
ing and revising the curriculum. New guides for the teaching of science and 
social studies have been completed in preliminary drafts. This work is now 
being studied and edited by committees, composed of teachers and adminis- 
trators from the kindergarten level to grade twelve. The final editions should 
be available for use in September. An interesting booklet is being written 
outlining an enriched program for the superior students. The School Depart- 
ment is also testing the value of several experimental programs in the fields 
of reading and language. The professional staff of Boston University is 
sponsoring these two controlled graduate studies, which are concerned with 
listening skills and perception. The general up-grading of the subject matter 
has significantly raised the achievement scores of our students. 

During the past summer a comprehensive study was made of the meth- 
ods and results of team teaching. Four teachers and a principal enrolled in 
this special program at Lexington, which was directed by the Harvard 
Graduate School of Education. This group was sponsored by the Natick 
School Department, and its report provided valuable research into this 
novel, experimental field. 

A most interesting program in our elementary school involves an experi- 
ment in administrative structure. This study is called the Double-Purpose 
Program. Nine classes in the Center School are participating. The total 
project includes four other suburban communities and has been directed by 
the educational staff of Northeastern University. It is actually a semi-depart- 
mentalized arrangement in which each teacher instructs in his special subject 
field in addition to teaching a language arts area. For example, a teacher 
would teach arithmetic to three separate classes during the morning and 
language arts in the afternoon. The educational advantages of this project 
will be carefully analyzed, and a statistical summary will be completed during 
the next school year. 

Mathematics is in a state of transition with greater emphasis being 
placed on the understanding concepts and meanings. It is still necessary and 
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important that each student master the computational skills as well as the 
facility to do problem work. However, mathematics must not be merely a 
mechanical process, for the method of operation must also be fully under- 
stood. 

The School Department has made tentative plans to initiate a four week 
summer school program in 1963. The instruction would be primarily remedial 
in nature, so as to provide additional training in the basic skill subjects for 
those elementary school children who are working below grade level. The 
staff would be composed of experienced teachers from our school system. 
This new program would supplement the Harvard-Newton Summer School 
which would still be available for our students. 

We are justly proud of our kindergarten program and its comprehen- 
sive readiness curriculum. The expansion of the summer school program is 
our newest phase of development. Our recent educational growth includes 
special classes for exceptional children, speech classes for children with 
articulation problems, the introduction of a part-time psychological clinic, 
and a professional consultant for speech and hearing difficulties. Quality 
education for every child is our basic purpose. 

Deserved recognition should be given to the important role of the super- 
vising principals. Working in the neighborhood schools, they provide the 
effective leadership which gives vitality to the curriculum. The principals 
serve as administrators and supervisors with the primary purpose of main- 
taining and developing the educational program. Future plans include a 
continued emphasis in curriculum development and research in order to 
explore carefully and to validate statistically new programs, increased pro- 
fessional assistance for the elementary libraries, and further expansion of 
our guidance services into the lower grades. 

May I express my deep appreciation to the School Committee, to the 
administrative staff, and to both teaching and non-teaching personnel for 
providing the children of Natick with the best possible education. Their 
cooperation and dedication, along with the cooperation of other Town De- 
partments and committees, have been a source of gratification.

The Annual Report of the Morse Institute for the year 1962 is 
hereby submitted. 

The year 1962 marked another year of progress for the Morse Insti- 
tute. There was a total circulation of 235,403 books in all departments. 
The Adult Department and the Bookmobiles showed a definite increase. 
4,291 books were catalogued, classified and prepared for circulation, and 
1,478 books were discarded. ‘There were approximately 11,500 borrowers 
registered at the Library by the end of the year. 

The Staff assisted many students with their reference questions and 
school projects. Such a wide variety of questions necessitated an up-to- 
date collection of reference material, especially in the scientific fields. 
Some of the new books that have been purchased this year for their ref- 
erence value are: Encyclopedic Dictionary of Physics, the Great Books of 
the Western World, the Dun & Bradstreet Million Dollar Directory, the 
Cambridge Ancient History, Columbia Lippincott Gazeteer, the In- 
terpreter’s Bible and its companion, Interpreter’s Dictionary of the Bible, 
Thorpe’s Dictionary of Applied Chemistry and several books of literary 
criticism. The Economist (London), Nation’s Business and Popular Elec- 
tronics were three new periodicals which were added this year. 

The Library has been replacing many old editions with newer ones, 
adding more copies of the books used for book reports, as well as adding 
new reference books, and will continue to do so in the future. This has been 
possible with an appropriation from the town for books. This money 
supplements the income from Trust Funds, so that the Library now has a 
book budget that is much more comparable to that of other towns in this 
area. 

The great number of books kept out overdue by the library borrowers 
required the sending of about 8,000 overdue notices, plus follow up letters 
when necessary. The outside Library Deposit Box has proved very con- 
venient for those borrowers who wish to return books when the Library 
is closed. It is also of some assistance in getting back overdue books. 

The circulation of phonograph records has more than doubled since 
the addition of the LP records purchased with the money from the Town 
appropriation. The collection will be increased still further in 1963. 

There were no changes in the schedules of the two Bookmobiles. 
Both continued to be well patronized and have full schedules, so that it 
has not been possible to take on any additional stops. The School Book- 
mobile had its heating system changed from propane gas to electricity, which 
proves much more satisfactory. The Adult Bookmobile had to cancel its 
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service for about a week in the spring while the generator was overhauled. 
The Library was sorry to have to inconvenience the borrowers during that 
period. 

It still has not been possible to find a properly qualified librarian to 
fill the vacancy created in the Children’s Library when Mrs. Burleigh re- 
tired. There is a great shortage of trained children’s librarians. Consequently 
the Children’s Library has been somewhat handicapped in the services it 
can offer. The classes from the Center School visited the Library once a 
month during the school year. It is hoped that some time in the near 
future it will be possible for all the school children to visit the 
Library once a year and that it will be possible to have a weekly story hour. 
A Summer Reading Contest was held during July and August. The younger 
children were required to read fifteen books and report on them, and the 
older children thirty books. Fifteen children completed the requirements and 
received a Reading Certificate. In the fall 8 Girl Scouts completed the 
Readers Badge in Scouting. Besides these activities, many reference questions 
were answered and many children were assisted in the selection of their 
books. 

The first of November, Wednesday evening was added to the schedule 
of library hours. The Library is now open three evenings a week instead 
of two. This schedule has been an added convenience not only for the 
students, but for many of the adult borrowers and has proved very worth- 
while. 

The Natick Bulletin has been microfilmed each year and the New 
York Times is kept up-to-date on microfilm. A microfilm reader is available 
for viewing them. 

Many thanks should go to the Natick Bulletin and to the Suburban 
Free Press for publishing the library news and for the gift of their respective 
papers. The Library has received many gifts of books, magazines and 
records during the year and is very grateful for them. In the spring the 
Natick Chapter of the Women’s Organization of B’nai B’rith presented the 
Library with a copy of the book, “Some of My Best Friends” by Benjamin 
Epstein, an excellent book on discrimination. Many thanks should also go 
to all those who showed an interest in and gave their support to the 
Library’s plans for expansion. 

The Librarian attended the Warrant Meeting of the League of 
Women Voters and the opening meeting of the Welcome Wagon Club for 
new comers to Natick. The Librarian also attended several state and regional 
library meetings in Boston, Brookline, Wellesley and Lincoln during the 
year, and is a member-at-large of the West Metropolitan Regional Advisory 
Council. 

National Library Week was celebrated in April. The Library had an 
exhibit of art books in the display case at the Natick Federal Savings and 
Loan Association and an exhibit in Carleton Leavitt's Real Estate Office 
window on Main Street, representing the types of service available at the 
Morse Institute. 

In 1962 the Morse Institute applied for a State Grant for Free Public 
Libraries, which was provided for in Chapter 760 of the Acts of 1960, 
Section 19A and 19B. The amount to be paid was based on .25 for each 
resident in a town with a population of over 2,000. The sum of $7207.75 
was received by the Natick Town Treasurer, as the law does not provide

that the money be paid to the Library. This year the Library met all the 
necessary requirements for receiving the grant. 

Section 19C of Chapter 760 provides for the establishment of Regional 
Library Service in the State of Massachusetts. Preliminary plans for the 
organization of this service have been drawn up, but the final ones will not 
be completed until 1963. The libraries in each town may become members 
if they so desire. Natick would be a part of the Metropolitan Region and 
of the West Metropolitan sub region. Many library services not available 
except in large libraries will be available to all members of the Region, 
such as greater and quicker interlibrary loan privileges and telephone ref- 
erence service, cooperative buying of supplies or books, borrowing of rec- 
ords and films, to mention a few. The Librarian has kept up with the prog- 
ress of these plans and feels that it would be to Natick’s advantage to be- 
come a part of it. 

Two Great Books Discussion Groups were held at the Library in 1962. 
One group started on its sixth year in the fall and the other on its third 
year. Both met every other Wednesday evening from 8:00 to 10:00 P.M., 
except for the summer months, and discussed a Great Books selection. 
‘The members are very enthusiastic and have been very faithful in their at- 
tendance. Both groups are open to any one who is interested. 

Plans for the addition to the Library have been moving along slowly. 
At the Annual Town Meeting in March, the first steps were taken when 
money was appropriated to buy the three lots of land at the side and rear 
of the present building. Money was also appropriated so that the architect 
could draw up detailed plans for the new addition and that bids could be 
requested. It is hoped that in 1963 the necessary funds will be voted for 
the actual construction of the addition and for the renovation of the old 
part of the building. 

Thirty-five years ago the present book stack section was added to the 
original building. With the increase in the population of Natick and in the 
use of the library, the time has come for another addition, if Natick is to 
be able to offer modern library service. Provision would be made for a 
Young People’s room, a browsing room for adults, where more of the newer 
books would be easily accessible, and a larger reference room. The Children’s 
Library would be transferred to the new addition and the present Children’s 
Room would be used for meetings or special programs, art exhibits, or audio- 
visual services. Included in the plans would be garage space and a loading 
platform for the two Bookmobiles. They now have to be loaded on Washing- 
ton Street. As there is not often a parking space for them, double parking 
is necessary and it creates a traffic hazard. It is hoped that the citizens 
of the town will continue to give their support to the Library’s plans for 
the future. 

The Librarian greatly appreciates the devotion and loyalty of the staff 
and the sympathy and understanding of the Trustees. Without this it would 
not have been possible to continue to give good library service to the ‘Town 


of Natick.

We wish to commend to the citizens of Natick the report of the Li- 
brarian which is attached herewith. Her report presents in detail the 
operational aspects of the Morse Institute and cites the magnitude of ser- 
vices rendered by the library to the townspeople during the past year. 

In 1962 the Trustees devoted much time and deliberation to planning 
for our expansion. A year ago we became convinced, as a result of studies 
and surveys made by independent and outside agencies, that the Morse 
Institute could not keep pace with the progressive growth of the town and 
remain within the physical limitations of our present facilities. Consequently, 
as a first step in providing for an expansion of the present site two articles 
were inserted in the 1962 Warrant for the Annual Town Meeting; namely, 
the taking by eminent domain of properties to the north and to the east 
of the current structure, and the appropriation of a sum of money for plans 
and specifications. ‘The Town Meeting having endorsed these articles, we 
consider such action a mandate from the townspeople that they now wish 
us to proceed with the second phase of our planning. ‘The Trustees, there- 
fore, this year are requesting an appropriation for construction of an addi- 
tion to the Morse Institute. 

The architectural firm of Kilham, Greeley, Hopkins, and Brodie of 
Boston has been engaged to formalize plans and specifications. It is this 
same firm which planned the last addition. With Mr. Greeley in charge of 
this aspect, the continuity of design will be maintained between the present 
facility and the new addition. 

The Trustees are very grateful for the continuous support provided by 
the residents of Natick. We are also very grateful to Miss Elizabeth 
Partridge, the Librarian, and to each member of her staff for their coopera- 
tion and their loyalty. Without their competence and their dedication the 
services which the library is able to render to the community would indeed 
be limited.

The operation of the Natick Recreation Department encompasses much 
more than the organizing of athletic leagues and the maintenance of ball- 
fields. 

Since the establishment of the Recreation Commission in 1945 and the 
appointment of a full time superintendent one decade ago, an underlying 
philosophy has permeated the growth and progress of the department’s pro- 
gram. Despite the fact that Recreation serves the masses, this philosophy is 
vitally interested in the lives of individuals. 

Playgrounds and parks are only as good as the people who use them. 
Our leaders are pleased when an activity is brought to its successful con- 
clusion, but they are also deeply satisfied when they see a child develop and 
grow in attitudes, behavior and skills from these creative play experiences. 

Bobby and Johnny are physically handicapped boys, who are unable to 
compete on equal terms with their non-handicapped friends in most sports 
activities. As a result of their determination and with the help of competent 
and understanding instructors, these youngsters have learned to swim so 
well that they can beat most of us to the finish line. Successful experiences 
at chess, riflery and other activities have not only contributed toward a new 
confidence in their own abilities, but have helped them to gain an_accept- 
ance and recognition by their peers. 

These boys are not isolated examples. The awareness of trained leaders 
to the needs of others has noticeably aided in personality development and 
character building. Our teen-age volunteer counselors and Swimming In- 
structor aides, our Neetega Club officers and members and our playground 
volunteer leaders have been a constant source of strength to the depart- 
ment’s program. ‘These people have developed a rare sense of responsibility 
and leadership ability which has been rewarding to all concerned. 

A mother who faithfully transports her son and daughter to the chil- 
dren’s Theatre Program is very appreciative of the help that this activity 
has afforded her children in gaining poise and expression. The grand- 
mother who finds new friends and interests at the Senior Citizens Club, the 
woman who relaxes at the Slim Trim Class, the boys who develop group 
spirit while playing as a team in the basketball league and the invaluable 
skills and interests gained in hobby classes, tennis, swimming, bowling and 
other activities, all demonstrate that Recreation is a basic need of life. 

To carry out the philosophy and purpose of Recreation, the program 
must be one of variety, depth and challenging activity. This is the goal of 
the Recreation Department, as its leadership staff plans and conducts a 
town wide program of fifty activities. 

For the benefit of brevity, I will not elaborate on programs conducted 
since detailed information can be obtained from previous reports or at the 
Recreation Office. 

Comparing statistics of last year’s program with the preceding four 
years, we can see significant increases in all respects. This is indicative of 
the growth and progress of Recreation in our town.

MAINTENANCE 


The effectiveness of the Recreation program has moved forward con- 
siderably this past year with our own maintenance crew available for doing 
the work when it is needed. 

The installation and maintaining of playground equipment on school 
grounds and the total preparation and maintenance of Memorial Beach 
was handled by the School Department up until this year. Although excel- 
lent relationships and cooperation have always existed in this previous setup, 
the advantages of having a labor force in the department to do this impor- 
tant work is evident. 

The planning and timing of this work and the continued maintenance 
of these areas has increased the operational effectiveness of the department. 

The maintenance and improvements made at Camp Arrowhead kept 
this program moving smoothly. Certain problems were encountered during 
the summer relative to heavy usage of fields and in an effort to solve these 
problems the backstop at Hunnewell Field was extended and efforts were 
made to control the parking situation at Coolidge Field. 

New basketball backstops were erected at Whitney field and handball 
and boccie courts are to be constructed there in 63. 

The indoor painting, repairing and construction of equipment and 
supplies is an important factor and will economize in the long run. 

Rehabilitation of the Ice Skating Rink at Coolidge Field is planned in 
the budget of *63. 


FUTURE REFLECTIONS 


New programs initiated this past year were boxing instruction for junior 
high school boys, a junior tennis championship tournament and an indepen- 
dent and newly formed Natick Tennis Club. These activities were highly 
successful and will be continued. 
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An annual sport’s night and a table tennis tournament are being planned 
for late winter or early spring this year. Additional programs being studied 
by the Commission are a Family Camping Institute and organization of a 
Junior Orchestra. The provision of Recreational activity for the elderly 
residing in nursing homes also represents a dire need. 

The three new tennis courts recently constructed at the Wilson Jr. 
High School area will provide a much needed activity in this section of 
town. It is felt that courts should also be constructed as part of the plan for 
the new junior high school in West Natick, as well as in other areas. 

An article for the town’s approval and acceptance of the National 
Guard property and adjacent Natural Resources land on Speen Street will 
come up at the annual town meeting. If accepted this area has tremendous 
possibilities for future use and development. 

In conclusion, I wish to express my deep appreciation to the Recreation 
Commission for their continual guidance and counsel and to the staff, 
regular, parttime and volunteer for providing the residents of Natick with 
the best Recreation Program possible. Their dedication and cooperation, 
along with the support of other town departments, the Amputee Veterans 
Assoc., local news mediums, generous sponsors of teams and numerous 
interested groups and individuals have been a source of gratification. My 
thanks for their part in furthering the Recreation movement in Natick. 

At the moment of this writing the department has suffered a great loss 
in the sudden passing of Assistant Superintendent, Gerald Slamin. 

In complete inadequacy of expression, Gerry's presence and generous 
contributions will be sorely missed by Natick’s youth as well as the scores 
of others who knew him as a true friend.

Home visits made and releases given to 1308 pupils. For the past six 
years Chicken Pox has been more prevalent than any other contagious dis- 
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ease. The number of out patients brought to the Middlesex County Sana- 
torium for x-rays and other diagnostic services totaled 230. The number of 
active cases of Tuberculosis reported was 3 for 1962. ‘Two being pulmonary 
and one of another type. 


Food handlers, teachers and school personnel were x-rayed during the 
month of May by a Mobile x-ray unit. 1156 persons were x-rayed and 6 
abnormalities were found other than tuberculosis. 


Oral Sabin Vaccine Clinics were held for ‘Type I in May. Children 
from 3 months of age through grade 1 were immunized. A total of 4,695 
children participated. Oral Sabin Vaccine Clinics were held for Type III 
in June for this same group. A total of 4,422 children participated. A Mass 
Clinic was held at the Natick Armory for all age groups. Type III was 
administered to 8,003 residents. “Flu” Clinics were held for ‘Town employees. 
In January, 152 employees participated and 106 in February. 


The Natick Board of Health and the Natick Lions Club jointly par- 
ticipated in a Glaucoma Detection Clinic. A total of 295 local residents were 
examined. From this total there were 23 suspicious and 13 questionable cases. 
All were referred to ophthalmologists for further examinations. 


Nineteen Well Baby clinics were held in 1962. A total of 239 babies 
were brought to these clinics of which 110 were new registrations. Diph- 
theria, Whooping Cough and Tetanus (D.P.T.) inoculations were given to 


128 babies. Polio vaccine was given to 70, and Small Pox Vaccinations to 
65 babies. 


There were 43 premature live births reported during the year. Two 
were stillborn. Three applied for and were granted aid. 

Many other engagements too numerous to list for a complete breakdown 
are undertaken by our Public Health Nurses. This includes reporting and 
recording all new cases of Tuberculosis and the process of follow-up on all 
cases and their contacts. 

Periodic inspections and supervisory visits are made to all Nursery 
Schools also.

Fees collected and returned to the Town Treasurer from rubbish stick- 
ers amounted to $2,513.50. 

Our Veterinarian has inspected all barns and livestock therein. Through 
the office of this department the sum total of sixty-two dog bites were re- 
ported; thirty-one bites were reported directly to the office of the Inspector 
of Animals and subsequently investigated. Fifteen dog bite reports involving 
dogs licensed in Natick came from Boards of Health of surrounding towns. 
The entire total of 108 dogs were examined and found to show absolutely 
no evidence of the contagious disease of Rabies, therefore, they were re- 
leased from quarantine after the prescribed fourteen-day confinement. 

The annual Rabies Clinics were held in June. A total number of 1,153 
animals were vaccinated, and the total income of $576.50 was returned to 
the Town ‘Treasurer. 

The head specimens of five animals were sent to the Harvard Wasser- 
mann Laboratory, Jamaica Plain, Massachusetts for Laboratory Diagnosis 
of Rabies. These reports were returned as negative. 

All other regulatory matters were investigated and filed. 

The Dental Clinic staffed by two Dentists and a Dental Assistant opened 
in September with the school year. All children from grades one through 
six were examined and Dental Notices were sent home to the parents for 
signature on work needed to be done. This work could either be done by 
their family dentist or by the Dental Clinic if so indicated. The work at 
the Dental Clinic includes charting, fillings, x-ray, cleanings and the ex- 
traction of deciduous teeth when necessary. 

The following is a breakdown of work done by the Clinic for the year:

Fees collected and returned to the Town Treasurer totaled $1,744.00. 

Because of failure to comply with the department’s rules and regulations 
court action had to be taken in nine cases. 

The Health Department Laboratory supervised by our Health Officer 
was again certified by the State Department of Public Health. This certifi- 
cation is determined by approved equipment and yearly qualitative and 
quantitative examination. 

Dug Pond, Lake Cochituate and Non-Such Pond all tested within bac- 
terial standards for swimming purposes throughout the summer. The Charles 
River swimming area could not be approved because of its high bacteria 
and color.

Our regular Mosquito Control program was started in March. All shal- 
low swamps in the ‘Town were dusted with 50% wettable D.D.T. dust by 
Mr. Leonard White, our Mosquito Control Foreman. This phase is done 
by hand to prevent the surge of hatching during the Spring season. 

Ditch cleaning was accomplished in the Spring which included brooks, 
culverts, swamps and bog holes. This ditching is carried on throughout the 
summer to prevent stagnation and breeding. The Town was sprayed a total 
of 7 times alternately with D.D.T. and Chlordane. Swampy, stagnant water 
areas and the Town Dump were sprayed with oil. In areas too treacherous 
to be done by foot, the fog gun was used. Helicopter spraying of 6 large 
swamp areas in Natick was done 3 times. These swampy areas were also 
dusted with 50% wettable D.D.T. dust by helicopter before the thawing 
season to prevent Spring hatching. A new roto-mist sprayer was purchased 
replacing our old sprayer which was ten years old. This new piece of equip- 
ment has a greater spraying velocity which makes it possible to spray the 
entire Town more frequently and thoroughly.

The ‘Trustees continued in this past year with their policy of improved 
service to the ‘Town and surrounding communities. 

Utilizing all available space, the Hospital has improved its service 
with the establishment of a Physical Therapy Unit, a Pharmacy with a 
full-time Pharmacist and increased output in the Laboratory and X-Ray 
Departments. 

The status of the Hospital as instituted by the will of Mary Ann Morse 
and afhrmed by the Trustees is still in the hands of the Courts. 
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With the aid of Hospital Consultant Guy W. Brugler, M.D., depart- 
ments and policies were strengthened this past year. 

In June, the Hospital’s high calibre of performance enabled it to pass 
the rigorous standards of the Joint Commission on Accreditation of Hospitals. 

The Trustees are indebted to Board Member Thomas H. Mahoney, Jr. 
who has served as Interim Administrator. , 

We again thank the Leonard Morse Hospital Aid Association for 
their continued support through the Coffee Shop, Gift Shop, volunteer 
service and donated equipment. 

We also appreciate the contributions of private citizens and industrial 
and fraternal organizations and the cooperation of various Town Depart- 
ments. 

The reports of the Administrator and Treasurer follow and are to 
be considered a part of this report.

REPORT OF THE ADMINISTRATOR 
Year 1961-1962 


During the fiscal year ending September 30, 1962, the establishment 
of the Physical Therapy Department and the Pharmacy Department are 
especially noteworthy and of particular significance. 

For the same fiscal year the Leonard Morse Hospital statement of 
income and expenses may be found in the financial section of this Town of 
Natick Annual Report under the heading “Department Financial Reports.” 

The Physical Therapy Department is available to serve patients re- 
ferred by the doctors on Monday, Wednesday, and Friday. Observation of 
people under treatment is convincing proof of the indispensable value of 
Physical Therapy as a supplement of medical care, particularly orthopedic 
care. The number of patients treated has increased, month by month, from 
25 beginning March 15th to 119 in the closing month of the fiscal year 
covered by this report. Since then patient count has built up to as high as 
239 patients in the month of November 1962. 

The establishment of the Pharmacy together with the Physical ‘Vherapy 
Department brings the departmental organization of the Leonard Morse 
Hospital up to the standards recommended for hospital accreditation. The 
pharmacist on duty during week days and on call at all other times will be of 
invaluable assistance to the administration and service of the hospital. 

The physical equipment of the Physical Therapy Department, to a 
great extent, was underwritten by the Evening Division of the Natick 
Woman’s Club and the Hospital Aid Association. 

The Pathology Laboratory has been certified by the Massachusetts De- 
partment of Public Health for all the eleven tests required in a Laboratory 
serving a community hospital the size of the Leonard Morse Hospital. 
The two remaining procedures are not considered necessary in a locality 
the size of Natick. 

In the Laboratory area also the Hospital Aid Association has been 
helpful by underwriting the Rapid Hinton Testing Machine and by Air 
Conditioning the Blood Bank Room. The Laboratory also benefitted from 
the donation of Micro-chemical equipment by a group of women especially 
interested in the care of children. 

Progress has been made in the provision of additional Operating Room 
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facilities. The hospital acknowledges the continued interest of Civic and 
Fraternal groups and Industrial organizations which is manifested by 
generous donations. Closely associated with the Operating Room facilities 
are the X-ray and Emergency Room services. 

The assignment of receptionists to cover the Emergency entrance during 
the evening hours and during the day and evening hours of the weekends 
has improved many aspects of Emergency service. The attendant on duty 
at the Emergency desk is reassuring to those arriving for treatment, and 
speeds up the interval between the arrival of the patient and the doctor. 

The Leonard Morse Hospital has been anxious to encourage High 
School students to explore careers in hospital related fields. Presently pa- 
thology and x-ray technicians and registered nurses are in short supply. In 
cooperation with guidance activity, the Leonard Morse Hospital pathologist, 
radiologist, and director of nursing attended High School sessions planned to 
give students informative basic knowledge of careers in these departments. 

The hospital gratefully acknowledges the timely and helpful assistance 
of the Fire, Police, and Public Works Departments. 

It is the purpose of all persons connected with the Leonard Morse Hos- 
pital to provide the best possible care for those who have need of hospital 
service.

Natick Housing Authority 


In compliance with Chapter 121 of the General Laws, the Natick 
Housing Authority, Town of Natick, Commonwealth of Massachusetts, sub- 
mits herewith its Annual Report for the calendar year 1962. 

Fifty-two tenant units of the Veterans Housing Project were completed 
and occupied since December of 1950. It has now been operating success- 
fully for the past twelve years in that it has provided the Natick veterans 
with modern, low-cost housing which they would be unable to obtain 
otherwise, as the average rental paid for the current year amounts to $56.28 
per month and is based on percentage for their monthly income, as: 

Families with less than three dependents, 18% of their income consti- 
tutes the monthly rental; and families of three or more dependents, 14% 
of their mcome. The minimum rental is set at $37.50. 

At the annual meeting held April 1962, election of officers was duly 
held and nominees unanimously elected as follows:

The Natick Housing Authority wishes to express its appreciation to 
several Town departments and the Veterans organizations for their con- 
tinued assistance and co-operation. 

The James H. Fleming Community Building at Cedar Gardens has 
been the scene of many parties for the occupants of our forty-eight apart- 
ments for our senior citizens in 1962 and many more are planned. Our 
thanks to the Natick Junior Chamber of Commerce for their help and 
financial assistance in furnishing this building. 

Applications are now being received for the new forty-four apartments 
under construction for our Senior Citizens, making a total number of 92, 
and they will be ready for occupancy in June 1963. All citizens 65 years or 
older are eligible for an apartment and a single person may earn up to 
$2,500.00 yearly and a couple may earn up to $3,000.00 yearly.

New residential building for 1962 showed a decided increase in valuation 
mainly due to the Lakeview Garden Apartments and the Housing for the 
Aged. There was a slight increase in the number of single residences with 
much higher valuations. River Bend Acres is continuing their development 
of fine homes. Connolly Home Realty Trust has a new development of 
excellent homes on Glen Street, Puritan Homes Inc. has secured additional 
permits for new homes in the Woodland Street area and Einar Robsham 
and Wayland Builders have extended Clubhouse Lane from Wayland into 
Natick where they are erecting custom built homes. The Lakeview Garden 
Apartments are nearing completion and should be a decided asset to the 
Town. The new Holiday Inn and the Travelodge when completed will 
provide plenty of accommodations for transients. 

The Continental Baking Company is site clearing for their new large 
facility. The new commercial and industrial buildings listed on our valua- 
tions schedule should bring a large amount of new business to the Town. 

Alterations to residential buildings were somewhat higher than last year. 
Alterations to non-residential buildings showed a substantial increase. Most 
noticeable are the new facades on the Masonic Trust building and the Fair 
& Yeager building. A decided improvement to the Main Street. 

We regret the retirement of our Plumbing Inspector, S. Edgar Knowl- 
ton, who has served the Town so faithfully for many years. 

The Board of Appeals had a busy year, having heard 76 appeals for 
variances and special permits. Much of this activity was due to the new 
Zoning By-laws.

Committee Reports 


PARKING METERS — OFF-STREET PARKING AREAS 
STUDY COMMITTEE 


Article 48, Section F, of the 1961 Annual Town Meeting established 
a Study Committee on Parking Meters — Off-street Parking Areas; the 
undersigned had the honor to serve as Chairman of said Committee. 

In the light of the studies of off-street parking areas and parking 
meters conducted by the Economic Development Associates, Inc. as sub- 
mitted in their 1961 report of “Comprehensive Planning — Phase IIT” 
the instant Committee felt that any work conducted along the lines of 
those studies would only be superfluous. 

In the year 1962, studies involving the same work were conducted 
by a Committee appointed by the Selectmen to look into “air rights,” 
so-called. The Planning Board has conducted hearings concerned with 
urban re-development. Articles reflecting the activities of both of the 
latter groups are before the 1963 ‘Town Meeting for action. 

In the light of the foregoing, it does not appear that this Committee 
could have served a useful purpose, and its continued activity could only 
serve to interfere with the work of better established and co-ordinated 
Town Departments and Committees. 

On behalf of the Committee I, therefore, respectfully request that 
this report be accepted and that the Committee be discharged.

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JUNIOR HIGH SCHOOL BUILDING COMMITTEE 


The Junior High School Building Committee was appointed by the 
Moderator on July 24, 1962, under the authority of article 28 of the Annual 
Town Meeting of 1962. This article appropriated $100,000 for the purpose 
of obtaining final working plans, specifications, and bids for the construction 
of the school on land acquired by the town at the 1961 Annual Town 
Meeting. The site is located off Mill Street and southeast of the Brown 
Elementary School. 

The committee met and organized on August 1, 1962. The first few 
meetings were devoted to an examination and study of the educational 
specifications and to establishing a procedure for the selection of an archi- 
tect. At subsequent meetings the committee screened a total of 26 architec- 
tural firms who had expressed an interest in the project. From this group 
seven were invited to appear personally for an interview, and inspections 
were made of schools which they had designed. Final choice of the com- 
mittee was the firm of Davies and Wolf, Freeman and Flansburgh, Associated 
Architects of Cambridge, Massachusetts. The contract with this firm was 
signed on September 20, 1962, after its form was approved by the ‘Town 
Counsel. 

At the date this report is filed the committee has met 19 times. Dis- 
cussions at meetings during the fall months have been concerned for the 
most part with the educational requirements and space capacities to be 
incorporated within the design of the school. In addition to the weekly 
meetings, the committee has met twice with representatives of the Massa- 
chusetts School Building Assistance Commission. This agency approved the 
preliminary plans on December 14, 1962. Final plans and specifications and 
obtaining bids for the actual construction will be completed in early 1963. 

The committee appreciates the cooperation received by the other 
departments of the town and requests that the Annual Town Meeting 
approve the continuation of its efforts.

SIDEWALK STUDY COMMITTEE 


The Sidewalk Study Committee was established under Article 35, 
Section G, of the Annual Town Meeting, 1962, for the purpose of studying 
the necessity of sidewalks on main roads and in the vicinity of schools. 

Whether the public safety or convenience requires that sidewalks be 
established within the town, or whether a property owner simply would like 
to have one in front of his home, the Town By-Laws demand that the ‘Town 
and the abutters share equally in the expense. This statutory requirement 
would make any group charged with studying the possible necessity of 
sidewalks reluctant to recommend specific locations for new ones. 

Nonetheless, the Sidewalk Study Committee, after investigation, finds 
that sidewalks in at least three locations within the Town would appreci- 
ably reduce the hazards to school children as well as to other pedestrians 
who normally use the routes. 
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The Natick PTA Council was asked to query the Safety Committees 
of all schools to determine the minimum sidewalk safety requirements of 
the school children they serve. Based on the reports submitted by ten Safety 
Committees, and the Sidewalk Study Committee’s own survey, in our 
opinion the following areas should have sidewalks at. this time: 

(1) The west side of Mill Street, from the entrance to the West 
School, approximately 500 feet to West Central Street. Although the West 
School is connected by a sidewalk to the areas south and east for those 
children who walk to school, some children walk to and from the school and 
its playground from the West Central Street area. Mill Street, as well as 
West Central Street, carries heavy vehicular traffic. 

(2) The west side of Speen Street, from opposite Purington Avenue 
south approximately 4,100 feet to the B&A railroad bridge. Speen Street 
has recently been widened and resurfaced to handle some 4,000 to 5,000 
cars and trucks per day at moderately high speed, and school children and 
other pedestrians walking south of Purington Avenue are forced into the 
street. Although school buses pick up many children from collection points 
along Speen Street, the children must reach their specified corners by walk- 
ing along the edge of the road. Even the bus stops have no sidewalks, and 
knots of children are observed standing in the road each day. 

(3) The north side of West Street, from Campus Drive, approximately 
700 feet to Oakland Street. Oakland is the “main artery” from the center 
of Town for hundreds of high school pupils. They walk south on Oakland 
Street from Pond Street, then turn west on West Street, where they must 
walk in the road. Cars are often parked where sidewalks normally would 
be, forcing the students out into the street. 

Two years ago, a student walking on West Street was struck by a car. 
The street is heavily travelled throughout the year by both pedestrian and 
automobile traffic, for attendance at school and athletic events, as well as 
Memorial Beach. 

In connection with the use of the Beach and Memorial Field, it is 
to be noted that no provision has been made for pedestrians on West 
Street between Campus Drive and the Beach and Field. 

It has been the practice of the Department of Public Works to build 
sidewalks only where the majority of abutters has petitioned for them. 
There has been but one recent exception; a sidewalk was installed on Oak 
Street near the Lilja School, upon the recommendations of the School and 
Police Departments, but contrary to the wishes of some abutters. The 
sidewalk was built because the public safety required it, but the abutters 
were required to share the cost equally with the town. 

The Committee feels that the same criteria should apply in the three 
locations cited above. 

There has been some discussion in the Committee regarding the 
desirability of building a sidewalk on the edge of the High School property, 
on the west side of West Street, from Campus Drive to the Beach and 
athletic field, as part of an overall park development to serve all of the 
town’s inhabitants. Although it is the center of outdoor recreational activity 
of the ‘Town, West Street south of the High School itself is unsightly, with 
broken pavement, dusty shoulders, and a generally unimproved appearance. 
Land for such a sidewalk is available without the necessity of takings, and 
no private abutters would be affected. The Committee suggests that the 
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Park and Recreation Department might well consider this area for general 
improvement as a park project. 

Investigation of various school areas has disclosed that most schools 
are fairly well provided with contiguous sidewalks, but the main complaint 
of the local Safety Committees was that most of them are impassable 
after snowstorms — a time when walking in the streets is most dangerous. 
Although some sidewalks close to the schools are kept open, additional 
selected routes, which should be regularly cleared for foot traffic, have been 
specifically recommended in map form by the various Safety Committees. 

The Committee suggests that serious consideration be given to pro- 
viding the Department of Public Works with additional sidewalk snowplows 
and operators for this purpose. 

Contrary to popular conception, owners and occupants are not obliged 
by law to remove snow and ice from the public sidewalks abutting their 
property. Section 5 of Chapter 85 of the General Laws of Massachusetts, 
which covers this requirement, has not been accepted by Natick. 

The Committee respectfully requests that this report be accepted, 
and, in order to continue its study, as well as to assist in implementing 
these recommendations, asks that it be continued.

HOSPITAL NEEDS COMMITTEE 


This Committee authorized under the substitute motion on Article 
5 of the Warrant for the Special Town Meeting held September 8, 1960, 
presents its third report. As no appropriation was included in the above 
motion, the sum of $9,000 was approved under Article 11 of the Special 
Town Meeting on June 20, 1961, to carry out the broad program assigned. 

Following a meeting on January 4, 1962, with the Board of Selectmen, 
Town Counsel, some of the Trustees of the Hospital, their secretary, and 
attorney, the Trustees filed a bill for declaratory judgment, in the Supreme 
Judicial Court of the Commonwealth on March 20, 1962, seeking a declara- 
tion on whether the Hospital as constituted by the will of Mary Ann Morse 
is a public or private institution. An answer was filed on behalf of the 
Hospital Needs Committee and the Town of Natick by the ‘Town Counsel 
on May 24, 1962. The Court recessed at this point and both ‘Town Counsel 
and the attorney for the Hospital were hopeful of an early hearmg at the 
September session of the Court. 

During the month of August, 1962, both attorneys found it necessary 
to conduct further research into the records of both the Hospital and the 
Registry of Deeds for Middlesex, South District, in East Cambridge. This 
research extended through to December of 1962 at which time certain 
amendments were agreed upon to the bill for declaratory judgment which 
are being filed in order to present, in the fullest context, all major issues 
in dispute between the Hospital and the Town. 
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In the light of the fact that a hearing on the pending litigation will 
not be held any sooner than the spring of this year, and in the further 
light of the fact that this Committee and the members thereof are named 
as parties litigant, it is recommended that the Hospital Needs Committee 
be continued.

APPRAISER STUDY COMMITTEE 
Majority Report 


The following is a report of the committee of five appointed by the 
Moderator and authorized by vote of the Annual Town Meeting of 1962 
under Section “8”, Article 35, to consider the question of the hiring of a 
full time professional appraiser and to see whether other assessing policies 
should be revised. 

The committee has had several meetings, one of which included the 
full Board of Assessors. Brief questionnaires were circulated among the 
Boards of Assessors of most of the Bay State League towns comparable to 
Natick. The questions concerned the hiring of professional appraisers and 
the organization of the board members. Response to the questionnaires was 
100%. 

Among the towns contacted not one employed a full time professional 
appraiser and only one employed a professional firm part time. The apprais- 
ing in all other cases is done by the assessors but at substantial salaries. ‘The 
combined salaries of the Board members in each town far exceeded the 
amount spent in Natick for professional services plus the entire Board’s 
salaries. 

Discussions have revealed the fact that there are building constructions 
and alterations in Natick performed without permit resulting in a loss on 
tax revenue to the town annually. Both the Board and the committee feel 
that this situation can only be corrected by full time appraising. The pro- 
fessional service now used in Natick is limited to construction and altera- 
tions covered by permit and this appraisal work is usually done at the con- 
venience of the appraiser rather than that of the Board. 

The Natick Board of Assessors has recommended the full time employ- 
ment of a qualified professional appraiser who can also direct the office 
functions under the direction of the Board. Under this system the Board 
would act as a policy-making body but would also continue to make 
assessments. 

It is the considered opinion of this committee that either the Board 
recommendations or an alternate organizational method should be adopted. 

This committee, therefore, recommends that a position be established 
by the Personnel Board for an “Appraiser and Executive Director” in the 
Assessors organization and that suitable salary brackets be determined. 

The obvious alternate organizational method is that used by our 
neighboring towns and consists of the establishing of realistic Board of 
Assessors’ salaries to compensate for full time or nearly full time occupation 
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as appraisers and assessors. It seems more than likely that full time work by 
an employed appraiser or by Board members will bring enough additional! 
tax revenue to cover their salaries.

Minority Report 


It is my opinion that a full time appraiser would not be able to bring 
in sufficient additional revenue to justify the salary range proposed for the 
position upwards of ten thousand dollars ($10,000) per annum. The 
establishment of the position at the above mentioned salary would also 
justify the upgrading of other positions in town government at additional 
cost to the town. 

The Board of Assessors has advised the Committee that in their opinion 
there is a need for a full time appraiser. It should be noted that the Board 
of Assessors is empowered by statute to appoint a full time appraiser, there- 
fore, it would seem that the logical course of action for the Board is to 
include a request for the salary to cover the position in their budget request 
to the Finance Committee. 

Further, it would seem that if a full time appraiser is necessary the 
study should continue with the view toward abolishing the Board of Assessors 
as now constituted and having the Board of Selectmen appoint a full time 
appraiser to take complete charge of the Assessors’ office. Part time ap- 
praisers could also be appointed to assist. This is a practice followed in 
several other towns comparable in size to Natick. It would assure con- 
tinuity of policy and require a lesser expenditure of funds to operate the 
Assessors’ Office.

The Planning Board consulted Economic Development Asso- 
ciates, Inc., reviewed the Town of Framingham “Regulations for Off-Street Parking” 
and has held discussions with experienced Shopping Center operators. These inves- 
tigations established that one hundred sixty square feet of parking space is ample for 
one vehicle, particularly where the trend toward larger vehicles has now been reversed. 

The Town of Framingham regulations state, “A parking area for one vehicle 
shall be not less than 160 square feet plus space for maneuvering.” It would appear 
unrealistic for a shopping center in Natick to be handicapped by a 25% greater 
parking space requirement in competition with a shopping center in an adjacent town 
where the lesser parking space required of 160 square feet for one vehicle has been 
demonstrated as adequate.

A comparison with Framingham’s Regulations for Off-Street Parking show them 
to be the same as proposed in this Article 53 except that there is no specification as 
to persons “anticipated to be employed.” 

In the matter of (b) of this Article 53 the word “wholesale” could not be used 
in new paragraph 5. because of the change in measure.

Board of Assessors 


The Board of Assessors respectfully submits its annual report for the 
period ending December 31, 1962. The Board held regular meetings during 
the year on each Thursday at 7:30 P.M. In addition to these regular meet- 
ings, the Board held many special meetings. Extensive field work was done 
by the Board to the amount of over one hundred re-checks on appraisals. 

The Board also reviewed 89 new appraisals and 479 alterations that 
had been submitted by the outside professional appraisal firm. 

The Board adopted the following policies during the year of 1962: 
(1) full and fair cash value; (2) what records can or cannot be shown to 
the public; (3) two assessors review each piece of property; (4) Board to 
give definite decision on each application for abatement as compared with 
their legal option to allow the application to expire after ninety days; (3) 
a record in the minutes of how the Board votes; (6) at least two assessors 
to initial any change in valuation cards; (7) notifications and copies of 
Appellate Tax Board to Town Counsel. 

The Board submitted State legislation to correct inequities in existing 
laws pertaining to exemptions. 

During the year of 1962, with the authority of Edward C. Wilson, 
Associate Commissioner of Taxation, the Board of Assessors abated the 
Framingham Sewer Bed land. This action enabled the area to be developed 
more rapidly, and will eventually have a favorable affect upon the tax rate. 

As of January 1, 1963, the Board has hired a new outside professional 
appraisal firm. This firm should be more economical and will provide more 
efficient service by starting their work early in January. 

We wish to express our appreciation to the employees of the Assessors’ 
department for their fine co-operation during the year. 

Your Board of Assessors has endeavored to maintain assessments 
throughout the town as equitable as possible.

Accounting Department 


Report of Town Comptroller 


In compliance with Section 61, Chapter 41, General Laws, I submit 
herewith the annual report of the Accounting Department for the year 
ended December 31, 1962. 

All invoices and payrolls presented during the year by the Town 
Departments have been examined both for their accuracy and legal re- 
quirements before being submitted to the Treasurer for payment. The 
payments, which were presented on 175 Treasury Warrants, amounted to 
$11,278,536.56 for which the Treasury Department issued 50,548 checks. 

The Treasurer’s cash has been audited and found to be in order. 
The total receipts during 1962 totaled $11,018,496.28. The cash balance 
on hand December 31, 1962 is $885,383.89 plus invested cash of $695,732.00 
for a total of $1,581,115.89 and is a decrease of $62,308.28 from the 
balance on hand at the end of 1961. 

Monthly notices of appropriation condition were forwarded on State 
approved forms to all Town officers, committees and boards charged with 
the expenditure of Town funds. At the time of this report the known 
unpaid bills of previous years are as follows: . 

a) $350.00 for real estate appraisal services rendered. 

b) $447.15 for a pension increase as authorized under Chapter 670, 
Acts of 1955 (1956 $59.15 and 1957 through 1961 at $77.60 per 
year). 

Upon the close of the financial year, statements were compiled in 
tabulated form showing the amounts appropriated throughout the year and 
the amounts expended from each appropriation for the year 1962 and the 
estimates for the year 1963, and copies were forwarded to the Finance 
Committee. 

Again this year and for the 22nd consecutive year the departments, 
collectively, have turned back substantial unexpended appropriation bal- 
ances, from their operating budgets. ‘The unexpended appropriation balances, 
exclusive of Sewer and Water, returned to the 1962 Revenue Account 
amounted to $125,580.56. 

As required by law, under Section 54-A, Chapter 41, General Laws, 
notice was given to the Assessors of the total 1962 receipts except from 
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taxes, loans, trust funds, federal grants and revolving funds, and the source 
of such receipts was specified. The actual collection in this group of receipts 
was $213,784.62 higher than the estimate used by the Assessors in deter- 
mining the 1962 tax rate. This excess was due primarily to two sources, 
namely Motor Vehicle Excise collections totaling $127,174.06 and to a 
larger distribution of State Income Tax and Business-Corporation Tax funds 
totaling $40,059.52. It is to be noted at this time that if the State could have 
met all their obligations our receipts would have been greater. 

The following recommendations are made: a) That most of our major 
building construction be delayed for one year and that the 1963 authorized 
borrowing should not be in excess of $180,000.00, so that we will drop our 
debt below the $4,000,000.00 range. b) That all copies of contracts be filed 
with the Town Comptroller within ten days of signature. c) That all de- 
partments submit all bills promptly for payment. d) That all departments 
complete the purchasing of outlays and all major items by November 1st 
and that all purchasing of miscellaneous departmental supplies and materials 
be completed by December Ist; therefore, by accomplishing this, the result 
would be for a more even flow of receiving and processing invoices over the 
latter part of the year and would help to relieve the additional work loads 
that the offices of the Town Treasurer and Town Comptroller are, jointly, 
forced to face. e) That our newly created Stabilization Fund be supple- 
mented with an appropriation of $200,000.00 or more each year if possible; 
keeping in mind that we have at least three major building projects facing 
us — a new junior high school, an addition to our high school and an addi- 
tion to our library.
